Talt it Simple, 

Tho tale — a Victorian ono— is not 
very original nowadays, and is suf- 
ficiently simple to havo been appre- 
ciated by tho audience. Little Ced- 
ric Errol leaves his friends In Am- 
erica to live with his grandfather, 
the 'Earl of Dorlncourt, in England, 
as his hell— Little Lord Fauntloroy. 

A claim Is laid by the widow of 
the Earl's oldest son to tho title 
Cedrlo bears. This, however, Is 
proved false, to the Grandfather's 
satisfaction, for ho has gradually 
come to .love the boy. Who wouldn't? 
The Play ends with a happy reunion 
between Ceddy and hlB mother, the 
grandfather realizing that he has 
been mistaking In his estimate of 
her. He appreciates her sterling 
character In contrast to the conduct 
of his other daughter-in-law. , ' 

. Acting Good. 
'. /'Tlieima Mitchell 'ably portrayed the 
l-ole of Cedrto.Erroll. She was es- 
pecially good In act two, where her 
impatience, her ignorance, and her. 
total lack of snobbishness readily 
won .the hearts of her youthful audi- 
ence. 

Margaret .Miller as Mrs. Erroll 
tried her best to make a natural lov- 
ing mother, but she was hindered by 
the sentimentality of her part— a

To Local Interest 

Yale Lecturer Speaks . At 
S.C.A. Tea Yesterday 

RELIGION NEEDED 

Universities Influential In 
Fifteenth Century — 
Have Duties Now 

"I doubt If there has '< ever been a 
time In the intellectual life of the 
world when peoplo Interested in Ideals 
of philosophy and religion so readily 
sell themselves to some local Interest 
itead of serving humanity as a 
■ancls Miller, '.'president 
of tho World's Christian" Students' 
Federation, and lecturer on Interna- 
tlonal'affalrs at Yale University, in an 
a Student Christian Asso- 
-ja In Strathcona Hall yes- 
terday afternoon. 

He stated that in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, universities .had a profound In- 
fluence and contributed largely to the 
Protestant movement of the time. "In 
those times, frontiers did not Impede 
the activities of tho universities. When 
a vital movement, started it 6pread. 
To-day, ■instead, of functioning as 4ho 
recruiting stations for a. 'civilized so- 
ciety university people perform that 
service for national destiny", said Mr. 
Miller. To illustrate this he com- 
mented ■ on thé conditions of Russian 
and Italian universities . wjiich are 
completely Isolated from the . other 
universities of the world. Everywhere 



universities on the whole are. lending 
their time and energy to the nation- 
alistic, particularistic states which 
they serve." 

Need Religion- . 

This condition, makes ori-e 'consider 
whether opart from the Introduction 
of some other, factor, more Intellec- 
tual activity is going to be adequate 
enough . to correct this condition. 
"The Federation, as a small commun- 
ity of national and world students, 
believes that some other factor ir 
neoessary to supplement, merely intel- 
lectual activities and that Christian 
faith suppliés that other factor. 
Through" that faith it is conceivable 
that it is possible to overcome that 
insuperable barrier and that It might 
prepare the way for a world co-opera-' 
tive society of mutuality, and fellow- 
ship", he continued. . , 

The main problem of the Federation 
Is that It must limit Its sphere of ac- 
tivity to its finances which are small. 
Tho morale of the federation, how- 
over, has never been higher than it 
Is now. Tho present, interest in Christ- 
ian faith, claimed 7 Mr. .Miller, is, un- 
paralleled.

S.C.A. Can Aid Students To 
Realization Of Heaven, 
Claim 



"This world whioh we consider to 
be material may bo but â 'foolish 
wilful dream in tho broad light of 
day,' beside tho ' realm of heaven," 
formed tho bo,sls of a sermon doliv. 
ercd yesterday morning by Francis 
P. Miller, in Divinity Hall at a Uni-, 
vorslty Church Service. Mr. Miller 
is a special lecturer on foreign af- 
fairs at Yalo . University, and chair- 
man of the World's Student Chris- 
tian Federation, In which work he 
has been active for many years. 

In talking ' about the 'Realm of 
Heaven,' Mr. Mlllor said that to 
most of us today this realm has 
probably no significance. ",'We have 
not given the ^matter very much 
tl. ought, and the most wo can know 
about it that Jt is some indefinite 
elate beyond death. But Jesus had 
a different arid more tanglblo con- 
ception of this realm. The spiritual 
world we call heaven was to him not 
necessarily a futuro state, but the 
Immediate present, more real to him 
than his life .upon this- earth. Of 
course this Is only a hypothesis, we 
do not know. 

"World Syitomized 

We believe In system today, our 
whole existence is in terms of na- 
tionalism,' of capitalism, of Can- 
adianlsm and Americanism, ho went 
on. In this world we "live and move 
and have our: being." All our stan- 
dards are taken from this highly 
■systemized woild from which we 
form our standards. 

But suppose this- world • -which Is 
so real to us Is not as actual as 
heaven continued *ho speaker. To 
Jesus heaven was not a realm of ab- 
stract ideals or values,' but of per- 
sona: forces, just as to him the will 
of God was hot a rigid formula nor 
a; mere pian, but a living force to 
Tlilch.'hê /'must adjust Ms life. He 
did not express verbally the reality 
of this hidden world, but convinced 
us that It did exist by acting as if 
be.was / à- citizen of lit. The end of

"No true Nationalism can be built 
on sL foundation of racial hatred," 
was the conclusion reached by Ab- 
dullah Yusuf All, speaking at the' 
People's Forum last night, 1 while 
tracing the growth of Nationalism 
back to its veny 'origin. 

The speaker compared the actions 
of prlmltivo peoples to those of tho 
bee, which is attracted to Its fellows 
until a colony of bees is formed; 
then, when the beq-scttlemcnt be- 
comes unwieldy, a part of the colony 
emigrates, under a leader, to found a 
new settlement. "Such action ac- 
counts' for. the formation of great 
civilizations llko the Babylonian and 
Persian," he said. "These nations 
were governed by certain Idealists 
who bellovèd that If men lived to 
gather In . an organized unity they 
fould better work dut thè Human 




Izatien Underrated 

"It is the tendoncy of you western 
peoplo'' to regard the Greek and the 
Roman civilizations as the only ones 
In tho past that ar,6 of any consider- 
able Importance. You know In a 
way of a great Mogul Empire, and 
you scarcely consider a vast Arabian 
civilization that had been going on 
all this tlrne.
